Beyond the tediousness of the voyage, the 
passengers positively suffered no incon- 
venience. Although the derangement of the 
machinery occurred on the third day it 
was not till the ninth day that the steamer 
ran into bad weather and then the slow 
time which she was making was only that

have made under sinilar circumstances for 
the fastest and stanchest steamers slow 
down before such a gale, the Teutonic and 
Umbria being cases in point. 

In fact from the time La Gascogne struck 
the cyclone, she was little worse off than 
if she was in prime running order. ‘The 
Teutonic was two days off the lightship l@- 
fore she could make Sandy Hook; there- 
fore La Goscogne’s whole delay so far as 
it would be an occasion of alarm to her 
passengers occurred before she encountered 
bad weather; consequently they were at no 
time fearful for their safety. 

Anchored Of Sandy Hook. 

The Compagaie Generale Trans-Atlantique 
sent the tug Louis Pulver down to the ship. 
La Gasoogne did not acceps aid of the com- 
pany’s tug, but proceeded under her own 
steam to her anchorage off the Sandy Hook 
lightship. ‘The steamer looked very little 
worse for war after her protracted trip. 
She was not iced up like most of the other 
Steamers that have arrived since the bliz- 
zard. One of her boats was damaged, but 
all the deck gear was mn place. There was 
a fleet of seven tugs hovering around the 
steamer just before she dropped anchor. 
They were the company’s tugs and the tug 
becring representatives of the different New 
Yerk city papers. The United Press tug 
led the others up the bay and was the first 
to arrive at the battery. 

The La Gascogne wll start up the bay 
early in the morning, and the passengers 
will be landed before noon. 

The passengers all united in saying that 
they were not alarmed and had a good time 
aboard. The ship was out sixteen days in 
all, and the coal and provisions held out 
to the end. 

Agent Forget Gets the News. 

It was 4:30 o’clock this afternoon when 
Agent Forget, of the Compaigne Genereale 
Trans-Atlantique, first received word of the 
probable sighting of the La Gasccgm}

“I would like t» see Mr. Forget,’ said 
the young man with the bulletin. 

“He’s busy. There’s nothing new,” 
the clerk’s stereotyped response. 

“Any news from La Gascogne?” asked the 
young man. 

“None,” said the clerk, sadly. 

“Well, you tell Mr. Forget I've some 
news from La Gascogne,” said the bearer 
of the bulletin. 

In went the clerk, and in a second out 
sprang, Mr. Forget, his cheeks flushed, his 
eyes sparkling with excitement. 

“What! News of La Gascogne’”’’ he repeat- 
ed as if incredulous. 

The bulletin was read to him. He an- 
nounced the news in an excited voice to the 
clerks. The clerks fairly yelled it to the 
friends and relatives gathered in the office. 

In a moment the whole office was in a 
state of great excitement. There were sev- 
éral women waiting fur news of La Gas- 
cogne. Several of them had spent six hours 
a day in the office for the past week. One 
of the women jumped up, gave a cry of 
joy, and then gave way to a flood of tears. 
There were a number of affecting scenes. 

But still Agent Forget was not quite sure 
La Gascogne was safe. He evidently doubt- 
ed, and said the disabled steamer might 
be one of the Fabre line. He hurriedly dis- 
patched a messenger to the office of the 
Fabre line. Back came the messenger with 
word that none of the Fabre line boats was 
due. Then Agent Forget’s face took on a 
a look of most profound pleasure, and he 
said: ' 

“Ah, now I am sure it is La Gascogne. 
Good boat, good captain. I knew in my 
heart they would reach port. This is the best 
news I have received in many long days.”’ 

The rapid dissemination of the news 
that La Gascogne had been sighted soon 
drew a small but intensely eager and ex- 
cited throng to the general passenger office 
of the Compagnie Generale Trans-Atlan- 
tique, in Bowling Green. 

An Old Man’s Emotion. 

An old man came hesitatingly in the 
office. His face was spare, his shoulders 
stooped. There was a limp in his gait. 
He walked slowly to the counter and lean- 
ed against it, and looked wistfully at the 
clerk. He was mute with emotion. He 
had heard the good news, but it was a 
minute before he could sufficiently master 
his feeling to ask if the La Gascogne was 
really saved. 

‘Ts it true?” re asked with a terrible 
look of dread and doubt in his eyes. The 
clerk grasped the old man’s hand, and 
shook it. 

“True, true—it’s true,” he exelaimed. 

The old man threw up both hands. 

“My daughter! She will come to. me 
again!” he cried. 

Some of those who went to the office 
on Bowling Green had neither relatives 
nor friends on the belated steamer, and, 
if questioned, could scarce explain their 
interest. Others had wives, brothers sis- 
ters, cousins, aunts and friends aboard. 

Many did not wait to hear more than 
that the steamer was safe in port with all 
on board, before they rushed off to tell 
some one of the good news. Others re- 
mained a while to ascertain, if possible, 
what caused the delay. The clerks, how- 
ever, could tell them but little; only that 
they had heard the La Gascogne had lost 
her steering gear. 

Telephones Were Busy. 

The clerks and employes were kept busy 
sending telegrams and answering the tele- 
phone. The latter by this time had start- 
ed up and until 7 o’clock, and after, it 
never ceased. Despite the fact that the

THE ST. AUGUSTINE OVERDCE. 


She Has a Cargo of Pine Lumber. 
Much Concern for Her. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Februa:y 11.—(Special.) 
l’ears are entertained for the safety of the 
Steamship City of St, Augustine, Captain 
Gaskill, which left here January 30th with 
a cargo of yellow pine for New York. Since 
leaving here nothing has been heard of 
her. She generally makes the trip in from 
four to five days, but she has now been 
twelve days out. She is now seven days 
overdue. The St. Augustine plies regular- 
ly between New York and this port, mak- 
ing about two round trips each -month. 
She was built at Wilmington, Del., in 1890 
and was originally intendee to ply between 
New York and St. Augustine, but after 
making several trips to that port she was 
taken off and placed on the run to this 
city. Her dimensions are: Length, 163 feet; 
breadth, 36 feet; depth, 12 feet, 6 inches. The 
St. Augustine is owned by Warren Ray, of 
New York, and Foster. Marvin & Haynes 

are her agents in this city. 


PILOTS HAVING A HARD TIME. 


Drifting Ice Removes the Buoys Out 
of Position. 

Irebruary 11.—The harbor 
had their share of the dis- 
and peril incident to the late 
Severe Weather. Fourteen boats of the 
New York and four of the New Jersey 
fleet are still out at sea, and, from most 
of them, no report has been received. The 
crews and pilots on board number nearly 
two hundred. , 

The J. H. Stafford was doing station 
duty outside the bar but on Friday stood 
out to sea to escape being blown ashore. 
She has not returned, and six pilots, who 
took vessels over the bar on Saturday, 
were compelled to stay on the Ships and 
make the ocean voyage. 

The position of almost every buoy in 
the harbor has been changed by drifting 
ice, Which is already another difficulty 
the pilots have to contend with. 

Trains Running Regularly. 

Philadelphia, February 11.—It is an- 
nounced at the office of General Manager 
Prevost, of the Pennsylvania railroad, that 
operations are now resumed on the mzin 
line and on the various divisions, General 
Superintendent Shepard, stationed at Al- 
toona, reported today that the main line 
is in good shape and he is now prepared 
to make full freight movement. Regular 
trains have been running since last night, 
The New York division and all branches 
connecting therewith are in operation to- 
day, as is also the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore railroad and the Dela- 
ware railroad. The latter road is probably 
the worst sufferer from the drifts. 

At the Reading railroad offices this morn- 
ing General Passenger Agent C. G. Han- 
cock announced that traffic had been fully 
resumed on all through lines of the Read- 
ing system. 

Rallroads in Better Shape. 


Washington, February i11.—Communica- 
tion between Washington and the south, 
which has been suspended for three days 
because of the big snow drifts between 
this city and Alexandria, Va., was opened 
up this morning, and trains are now run- 
ning with some degree of regularity. The 
trains from the east are also arriving with 
slight delay, and the New York, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore papers reached Wash- 
ington at the usual hour this morning for 
the first time since last Thursday. 

Beyond a tenacious blockade on. the 
Frederick branch of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, that system was in better 
shape this morning that it has been since 
the storm began. The road is open to Phil- 
adelphia and New York, and trains are 
arriving and departing several hours late. 
Trains from Pittsburg, Cincinnati and the 
west are arriving irregularly. The Penn- 
sylvania and the Southern railroads claim 
to have overcome the embargo, and the 
Norfolk and Western is hupeful of getting 
its trains out and in within twenty-four 
hours. Pennsylvania and southern trains 
are arriving and departing at from three 
to four hours behind the regular schedule.

Houses at South Bay, Cape Breton, 
Blown Out to Sea. 

Halifax, N. S., Febriaary 11.—Telegraph 
advices received tonight from South Bey, 
Cape Breton, state that the place hus been 
wiped out of existence by the stor’ns cf last 
week. The property washed into the sea 
includes fish houses, wnarves, tcats, stores 
and fishermen’s dwellings. No lives were 
lost, but several families living on the teach 
were rescued with great difficultv and fav- 
ed nothing, but the clothes they wore. 

Green Cove reports that the storin was 
the most disastrous ever known on that 
coast. Boats and fish houses were nearly 
all swept out to sea or wrecked ¢cn ihe 
beach.

New York, February 11.—A. J. Lyman, a 
lawyer, of Asheville, N. C., was arrested 
today and held in $5,000 bail. He was ar- 
rested in a suit brought by the administra- 
tors of Katharine L. Yeomans, widow of 
the late Professor Yeomans, editor of The 
Popular Science Monthly. Mr. Yeomans 
died on August 27, 1894, at Ridgefield, Conn., 
leaving a large estate. The suit is to re- 
eover $34,434, which, it is asserted, Lyman 
has appropriated to his own use. It is al- 
leged in the complaint that prior to June, 
1888, Mrs. Yeomans retained Lyman to 
invest money for her in bonds and mort- 
gages in and about Asheville and sent him 
at various times sums of money that ag- 
gregate $34,434.

CALDWELL THEIR MAN FOR GOVERNOR 


They Make a Deal with the Cincin- 
nati Republican Machine.

IT 1S VERY TIRED OF THE MAYOR 


The High Priest of Protection Will Not Be 
a Candidate for the Senate, but Is 
Aiter the Presidency. 


Cincinnati, O., February 11.—(Special.)— 
Cincinnati is filling up with Ohio republi- 
cans and there will be many more here to- 
morrow. Three events form the attraction. 
The Ohio legislature held a reunion and 
banquet tonight. Tomorrow morning the 
Ohio republican league meets and tomor- 
row night occurs the big Lincoln banquet. 
The republican state convention will meet 
probably in June and all the candidates 
and their friends are now here. _ 

The preliminary work is being done for 
the gubernatorial and senatorial contests 
It 
involves McKinley, Foraker and all the 
leaders in Ohio. By it, Mayor Caldwell, 
of Cincinnatl, becomes the beneficiary. 
McKinley has just announced himself as 
mot in the race for senator to succeed 
Brice. This left a clear field for Foraker. 
It is the almost universal belief that “Mc- 
Kinley cannot get the solid Ohio delega- 
tion for president, unless something is 
soon accomplished to offget the Foraker 
preference for Tom Reed. McKinley’s peo- 
ple are for George K. Nash, of Columbus, 
for governor. Foraker’s people are at sea. 
They have pledged their support to ex- 
Speaker Keifer, of Springfield, but are 
really for General Asa Bushnell, of the 
same place. McKinley’s men will support 
Nash until the latter has no chance. Then 
they will go over to Caldwell, of Cincin- 
nati. They will do this because Ohio will 
not go to Cincinnati for both the governor 
and United States senator, and Caldwell’s 
nomination will put Foraker on the shelf 
Then McKinley will be supreme dictator in 
Ohio. 

Foraker’s main strength lies in the Cin- 
Should Cald- 
well be nominated for governor he will at 
once resign as mayor of Cincinnatl. This 
would give one of the machine managers 
that office for nearly two years. The city 
council would choose a new mayor and of 
the thirty votes in this body, the machine 
controls twenty-six, or ten more than 
enough. As Mayor Caldwell has made 
many enemies and but few friends, the 
machine despises him, although it is his 
creator. As governor the ring would have 
him off its hands. 

The better element is also arrayed 
against him, and they would rejoice to see 
a change in the mayor's office, claiming 
that the change could be no worse and 
might be better. The machine will dump 
Foraker fo get one of their trusted men 
in the mayor's office, which is the most 
powerful office in a patronage way in Ohio, 
not excepting the governorship itself. 

McKinley will not be here. He is billed 
for several speeches in New York state 
this week. But his lieutenants are here 
now and at the proper time will desert 
Nash and flock to Caldwell. The strange 
sight would be witnessed of the Hamilton 
county republican machine and the Mc- 
Kinley contingent joining forces, the one 
to get absolute possession of the mayor's 
office, and the other to shelve Foraker 
forever, and secure a solid Ohio delegation 
to the next national convention for presi- 
dent. This is the plan for president. 

This is the plan now, and its exposure 
tonight created a big sensatfjon. That 
Caldwell is in on the deal and has con- 
sented to it is apparent. He went to 
Washington recently. Up to that time he 
had never declared himself openly for 
president. On his return he was at once 
interviewed and came ‘out strongly for Mc- 
Kinley. Who will be the choice of this 
combination for senator -has not yet de- 
veloped, but the two real objects are the 
sermanent retirement of Foraker from 
Ohio politics, and the removal of a dis- 
tasteful man from the Cincinnati mayor’s 
office, by his nomination for governor. 
This nomination will be made in June 
next, and it is stated that Caldwell has 
already given his consent to resign as 
mayor immediately on his nomination for 
governor. 


REPEATS THE CHARGES, 


Evans Specifies Various Kinds of 
Fraud of Which He Was the Victim. 
Nashville, Tenn., February 11.—(Special.) 
H. Clay Evans this afternoon filed the 
answer to Governor Turney’s petition in 
the contest case. The answer is very 
lengthy, being over 100 typewritten pages. 
He protests against the proceedings, in- 
sisting that the law is retroactive. He 
then comments on the fact that Governor 
Turney only objected to those counties 
and to those districts in democratic coun- 
ties that gave Evans a plurality. He then 
picks out the counties objected to by Tur- 
ney and makes specific objection to all 
the charges of violation of law. The 
counties objected to by Evans are then 
taken up, and it is claimed that the elec- 
tion was conducted fairly and legally in 
republican counties, while in democratic 
counties the republicans were denied a 
fair representation on the election boards. 
Sometimes no republicans at all were al- 
lowed. In many democratic ‘counties, 
officers disregarded the law and their 
oaths, and substituted democratic tickets 
for republican ‘tickets. Republicans were 
prevented from registering, af! democrats 
were registered in their @bsence. The 
answer is not of a general nature, but 
picks out the counties, and gives places, 
names, figures, particulars and circum- 
stances, charging ballot box stuffing and 
incorrect reading of ballots by judges, re- 
fusal, to count votes and throwing out of 
districts by sheriffs. A great deal of space

BUSY DAY IN THE HOUSE, 


Amendments to the Legislative, Ex-

Amendments were made to the bill as fol- 
lows: 

Directing the secretary of the treasury 
to arrange for the refining and melting 
into bars of gold and silver the bullion at 
the Helena, Mont., assay office. 

Referring to the aftorney general for re- 
Port to the next congress as to the law and 
facts the statement made by the Indian bu- 
reau of the accounts between the United 
States and several Indian tribes, as author- 
ized by the act of 1891. 

For the purchase and opening of the 
Cherokee strip, 

Striking out the appropriation of $2,000 to 
pay the salary of the private secretary to 
the secretary of the interior. 

Requiring the master of every vessel 
Upon arriving at any port in this country 
where there is no naval officer to mail a 
copy of his manifest to the auditor of the 
treasury department. 

In the course of the discussion upon the 
Paragraph of the bill providing for session 
Clerks, Mr. Van Voorhis, republican, of 
New York, advocated their employment 
On the ground that more brains were nec- 
essary in the financial committees, and that 
if the chairman could not find the facts 
connected with the recent negotiations for 
bonds which he declared to be- suspicious 
on its face, some brainy clerk might be 
able to do so.

IF CRANSTON’S STORY IS TRUB 


It May Result in Prompt Redress Re- 
ing Demanded. 
Washington, February 11.—The reported 
exile of Americans from Hawaii, without 
trial, if substantiated, promises to bring 
matters between the administration and 
the new republic to an acute stage. United 
Press dispatches giving the statement of 
Cranston’s banishment were corroborated 

Clally at the state department this 
ng by the receipt of-@e following 
telegram from W.*F. Peterson, United 
ree consul at Vancouver, dated yester- 
ay: 

“British steamer Warimoo arrived today, 
having on board J. Cranston, destitute citi- 
zen of the United States, banished from 
Honolulu without trial.’’ 

It is understood at the state department 
that Cranston had been given asylum at 
the consulate until this government takes 
up the case. Although no official state- 
ment as to Secretary Gresham’s action 
can yet be obtained, there are reasons to 
believe that prompt redress will be aje- 
manded under article 8 of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Hawalian 
islands, concluded in 1849 still in force, 
which prevents summary action similar to 
that reported in the Cranston case. In 
addition it is said that every principle of 
international law would be vioated by 
such banishment. 

No dispatch has beén received from Min- 
ister Willis regarding the affair, but 
officials have no doubt that he communt- 
cated by the Warimoo and that letters 
will be received from him within the next 
five days, which were brought by that 
steamer. He may also have written Consul 
Peterson to telegraph the department of 
state, in which case it ought to be re- 
ceived in Washington today. 


HIS NAME WAS DAY. 


Douglas Was Assumed—He Was Look- 
ing for an Embezzler. 
Indianapolis, Ind., February 11.—(Special.) 
The body of Richard Day, the man who 
died at Athens last Thursday, known there 
as Douglas, a detective, arrived in this 
city this morning. It was a brother of the 
deceased who went to Athens for the re- 
mains. Richard Day belonged to one of 
the best families in this city. He was by 
regular occupation a traveling man. His 
family tonight make the statement that for 
the past six months he had been doing some 
detective work. He had been searching for 
an embezzler for whose arrest there is a 
reward of $800. Being an acquaintance of 
the embezzler, he assumed the name of 
Douglas, thinking he could by that means 
better accomplish his alm. Day is known 
in this city as an honorable man and his 
relatives profess to know of no other rea- 
son why he should assume an alias. His 
family felt it somewhat of a humiliation to 
have a detective in the family and for that 
reason his brother declined to make any 

statements while in Athens. 


DEATH OF JUDGE GAYARRE. 


The Eminent Jurist and Historian of 
Louisiana. 

New Orleans, La., February 11.—Judge 
Charlies Gayarre died at 2 o’clock this 
morning. In his death Louisiana snstained 
an irreparable“loss. He was born in New 
Orleans in 180. After graduating from 
college, and having been admitted to the 
bar at the age of twenty-six, he was ap- 
pointed deputy attorney general of Louisi- 
ana, in 1831. After being elected a judge 
of the city court he was elected to the 
state legislature. He was chairman of the 
house committee, instructed to draft resolu- 
tions complimentary to the French repub- 
lic on the success of the revolution in 
France, in 1830. The resolutions were sent 
to Lafayette. In 1835 Judge Gayarre wag 
elected United States senator for six years, 
but was never able to assume the office, 
as, at the time of the first serious illness 
of his life, which afterwards develo into 
a series of maladies, began to develop. He 
resigned his seat in the United States sen- 


ate, and, obeying the instructions of his 
physicians, he went to France .

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SULLOWAY'S STAND. 


A New England Republican Who Is 
Not a Monometallist. 


INCREASE THE VOLUME OF CURRENCY 


His Views, He Says, Are as Broad 
as the Continent. 


SILVER IS AS GOOD AS GOLD

Believes in Protecting the Debtor 
Class— His Position Approved by the 
Business Menof His Scction. 


H., February 11.— 
“Tall Pine of the 
Merrimack,”’ Congressman-eiect C. A, 
Sulloway, of the ffirst district, is at 
present the talk of New Hampshire. His 
radical departure from the prevailing finan- 
cial creed of his eastern colleagues has 
riveted the attention of every one interest- 
ed in public affairs. The reception of Mr. 
Sulloway’s declaration, the substance of 
which I sent to Wednesday’s Constitution, 
by the press of his district ard of the state, 
is perhaps noteworthy. The republican or- 
gans, which party elected Mr. Sulloway 
to congress, have so far treated his an- 
nouncement with profound silence, with the 
exception of The Manchester Mirror, which 
printed an interview with the new congress- 
man. The democratic papers are inclined

to denunciation or ridicule. Mr. A. W. 
Greeley, the editor of The Nashua Gazette, 
the oldest and most conservative paper in 
southern New Hampshire, and one of the 
official organs of the legislature, prints the 
following: 

“Congressman-elect C. A. Sulloway is 
out in an interview in which he declares 
himself a bimetallist and sings the praises 
of silver as a money metal. 

“This only adds another to the already 
large list of republicans who are infected 
with the depreciated money mania. .But it 
is somewhat surprising that the addition 
should come from a sound money state.” 

I called on Mr. Sulloway at his law office 
in Manchester this week. I was kindly @o- 
ceived and found the congressman full of 
the subject of currency. “I do not seek 
newspaper notoriety,’ he declared, “and 
do not care to be known as w ‘free silver 
crank.’ But, while not posing as an expert 
on finance, I have some convictions on 
the currency question that I am not asham- 
ed of. I believe silver to be as good as 
gold, and greenbacks as good as either. 
While I am not a rabid inflationist, I would 
have the volume of currency in the country 
sufficient to meet the demands of business, 
whose life blood it is. It is nunsense to 
say that silver has depreciated. Silver will 
buy more than it ever would. Gold has 
gcne up and the cause for its appreciations 
is the fact that it has been hoarded in the 
vaults of European government and in the 
hands of bankers in Europe and America. 
Government obligations should be paid in 
either kind of money, in a ratio, we will 
say at random, of 75 per cent of silver and 
2% per cent of gold. For this country to 
adopt a gold basis would mean ruin. Those 
people who have cornered the visible supply 
of the yellow metal would force it to a 
premium, which would compell all debts to 
be paid several times over. I believe the 
debtor class should be protected. I am a 
northerner, but my political catholicity is 
as broad as the continent.” 

In regard to the attitude of the next con- 
gress on the currency, Mr. Sulloway said, 
significantly: “The republican majority is 
large and it is early to predict. 1 do not 
recoHect any platform of either 
which has not declarea far bimetallism, 
Platforms are very elastic. I am a bimet- 
allist and a practical bimetallist.’’ 

The republican leaders in Mr. Sulloway’s 
district have not been heard on his posi- 
ticn, but, in circulating among ordinary 
business men, not actively connected with 
politics, I find that his views meet with 
very general approval. His nomination and 
e.ection was the result of the confidence of 
his constituents gained by personal efforts 
and personal magnetism and his, for this 
section, radical financial views were pretty 
well understood by his constituents. They 
look to Mr. Sulloway to make a mark at 
the national capital, and if he does not dis- 
appoint them he will undoubtedly be re. 
turned. Wess 


RIOT IN A THEATER

AGAINST HIS BROTHER. 


Adry Hayward Tells of the Murder by 
Harry. 

Minneapolis, Minn., February’ 11.—The 
story of Adry Hayward, at the Ging mur- 
der trial today, was a revelation only as to 
detail, for it was merely another chapter 
of the story told by Claus Blixt, and in 
the fact that it removed the last vestige of 
doubt in the minds of spectators on this 
trial as to Harry Hayward’s guilt. 

Through it all the elder brother shed no 
tears. His voice quavered several times, 
as though about to break, but he main- 
tained his composure throughout and fas- 
cinated the crowd assembled in that cramp- 
ei room with the terrible recital. JEvery- 
thing was fitted in with Blixt’s story in 
the most exact manne@s, There was the 
roll of one-dollar bills, the notes signed by 
Miss Ging, the insurance policies and the 
telling passage in the confession of this 
witness was when describing Hayward’s 
actions and words after Miss Ging had 
obtained a $5,000 policy on her life instead 
ot one for $7,000. Harry was much in- 
censed at the mistake and had said in 
Adry’s presence: “I'll kill her now if I 
don’t get a cent. Any woman that would 
be such a fool as to make such a mistake 
as that——.”’ 

Adry described Harry’s attempts to get 
him as a witness of the notes signed by 
Miss Ging and his own refusal, the sub- 
sequent statement of the accused that he 
had found a man with nerve, and he was 
going to let Adry alone. “He is an ex- 
policeman,” said Hayward, “and his name 
is Claus Blixt.” 

The witness then related his knowledge 
of the final plan of Hayward to kill Miss 
Ging. He described his frantic efforts to 
break up the plot, his threats of exposure 
aad his subsequent visit to L. M. Stewart. 

The story of how Harry attacked him in 
the office at the Oneida block sent a thrill 
of horror through his hearers. 

Then came the story of the murder— 
Harry’s caution to his brother not to “‘be 
out tonight; something may happen.” 
Then came the crime itself and Harry’s 
arrival at his brother’s flat. 

Adry went with him at his request and 
they sat together in Harry’s room while 
the younger man cleaned his revolver. It 
was then that Harry walked across to 
Adry, and, stooping over with the motion 
of picking up something from the floor, 
said, in a loud whisper: “It was just like 
picking up money.” After that Harry 
lay down on the lounge in his brother's 
room. Adry covered him with an over- 
coat and he slept there until morning, 
when tht news of the crime was being 
shouted on every street corner, and the 
sleeping man awoKe to ask for a news- 
paper. 

Adry’s description of the manner in 
which.Harry acted when Adry. had told 
him that he would hang if he persisted 
in his thought of killing the girl, was in- 
tensely dramatic. Adry got down from 
the stand, stepped to the attorney’s table 
and, stooping and clenching his fingers 
like claws, said: 

“He came to me where I sat and clutch- 
ed me around my throat and touched my 
hair. He said: ‘Don’t you say “that again. 
If you do, I'll kill you.” His face @irned 
dark and I thought at the time that 
through his extreme anger he was out of 
his mind. I told him calmly enough that 
it was cinched. That’s the very word I 
used. I wanted him to understand that 
I had told some one else about it and it 
was cinched.” 

Harry’s face was fairly livid as Adry 
spoke and his keeper kept the closest 
watch over him. As soon as possible the 
court ordered Adry back into his seat and 
the strain was over. 

The witness said he had often told him 
he had a gang and could swear him into 
Stillwater. Adry, however, had no fear. 

Attorney Erwin asked Adry point blank 
if he did not sometimes think it was a 
horrid dream, but the witness could not 
see it that way. It seems probable that 
the defense will try to prove Harry insane 
by the testimony of his brother, Dr, Thad- 
deus Hayward, of Colorado.

Columbus, O., February 11.—The miners’

* Why Not Annexation. 

Then why not annexation? It is the inev- 
table destiny of Cuba. As a state in the 
union she would be able to maintain her 
own as effectively as do the people of 
Georgia. The majority of her people, by 
safe numbers, are white, and there would 
be no trouble whatever with the colored 
question. There would be no more fear of 
@ colored congressman from Cuba than 
there is from Georgia. Her white popula- 
tion is proud of its lineage, fairly well ed- 
ucated and advancing in that regard, with 
public men capable of directing the desti- 
‘nies of the state. The difference in lan- 
guage could be overcome almost in a gen- 
eration, for these people, with the galling 
memory of centuries of Spanish oppres- 
sion, have no love for anything that would 
remind them of the hated yoke. While 
their mother tongue is Spanish, they have 
Deen so alienated from its traditions that 
the introduction of another tongue would 
be regarded as an escape from a hated 
bond which they would bury in deepest ob- 
livion, 

But leaving all this out of the question, 
the material argument comes in, as pointed 
out tn my letter of yesterday.

The proposition then is that the 
United States supports Cuba and renders 
her existence possible. She is helplessly 
a@ commercial dependency of the United 
States, belonging to her by a form of pro- 
prietorship recognized in all ages. Every 
internal tax placed on the products of 
Cuba by the Spanish government is a tax 
placed upon the breakfast table of the 
humblest American. Every dollar of the 
$6,000,000 raised to maintain in Cuba a hos- 

‘tile Spanish army is filched from American 
pockets, and is a forced and tyrannical 
tax levied upon American homes. An 
exclusive and extravagant government in 
Madrid, when it finds its exchequer short, 
can just add a given percentage to its in- 
ternal tax on tobacco or on sugar; the 
planter in Cuba adds that to the price of 
his product on the wharf, and the Ameri- 
can laborer has to pay the whole Dill 
finally. 

A New Drain Coming. 


Nor is this all the exaction which Spain, 
through Cuba, forces upon the United 
States.

For purposes of war, 
and ‘War with Great-Britain, the 
rival of the United States, Cuba is simply 
held in trust by Spain, ready to be deliv- 
ered, with all her resources of iron and 
coal and sugar and tobacco, and above all, 
with her strategic importance as a naval 
station commanding all the gulf ports of 
the United States, and the Atlantic coast 
of Florida, reaching up to Savannah and 
Charleston. 

Without awaiting the contingency of war, 
there are vexations of commerce in time of 
peace which the citizens of a great nation 
like the United States should not be re- 
Quired to submit to. An incident which oc- 
curred during my stay here is in point. 
A Baltimore commercial man arrived in 
Tampa, with a valise filled with samples 
For any utility except to show the quality 
of his goods they were of no earthly use. 
He placed them on one of the Plant 
steamers, intending to go to Havana. Get- 
ting in with some friends at the Tampa 
inn, the steamer lef wthout him, but 
carrying his valise. He took the next 
Steamer, three days later, and on his ar- 
rival in Havana found that there was a 
duty charge of $3 on his valise, and a fine 
of $16 entered up against himself because 
he was not present when the valise was 
received. By what rule the fine was im- 
posed or why it should have been imposed 
at all, or why it should have been $16 in- 
stead of $1, could not be found out, the 
blockhead of an officer being too dignified to 
venture any explanation. The American 
then enlisted the services of Consul General 
Williams, who succeeded in inducing the 
officer to reduce the fine to $10. 

Blackmailing Officers. 

This is but a sample of the manner in 
which travelers are libeled and blackmailed 
by men sent out from Spain to manage 
the island, who resort to all schemes to 
make themselves rich before they are re- 
called in order to send out another hun- 
gry horde of éfriimb-gatherers. 

There is only one relief 1or all this state 
of things, whether of war or of peace, of 
industry or of commaeme, and that is an- 
nexation. The people of Cuba, in so far 
as they dare express an opinion, favor it. 
They know that the United States is their 
market; that in the strengh of the United 
States they must look for the breaking of , 
the iron arm of Spain, and that the laws of 
geographical gravitation make annexation 
an ultimate necessity. They are friendly 
to us, and it only requires wise statesman- 
ship to grasp the opportunity. Spain her- 
self foresees it, and it is for the purpose 
of making the change as expensive &sS pOs- 
sible that she has saddied upon the little 
island a debt of $135,000,000 which her people 
had no part in making. When the final mo- 
ment comes, however, it is to be hoped that 
United States will run her flag up from 
Moro castle and notify Spain that she can 
carry that $135,000,000 herself.

New York, February 11.—The Morgan-

per cent gold bond. The syndicate will not 
begin the import of gold from abvvad until 
the middle of next week, and its foreign 
mMiembers are ehgaged in pickiag up 4a:l 
of the floating gold in tlie open Kurc pean 
markets. According to a gentleman w'!:h 
the administration, ample time will be 
given to deposit the gold in the subtrezesury 
and certificates of deposit bearing int--rcet 
will be given in exsthaave for the gull as 
fast as deposited. It is not expected thet 
any great portion of the vouds will be 
offered for public sale, as the bulk of ti 
will go into the boxes of the great capi- 
talists in the United States and Europe. 

The First Deposits. 

The Belmont gold syndicate began the de- 
posit of gold today, $500,000 being deposit- 
ed by the Chase National bank in the Unit- 
ed States assay office, and $1,000,000 
was received from another bank, supposed 
to be the Fourth National, after business 
hours, but was placed in store by the su- 
perintendent of the assay office. The Wash- 
ington authorities notified Assistant United 
States Treasurer Jordan that all gold de- 
posited on account of the bond syndicate 
must be deposited at the assay office and 
accepted as bullion. The government will 
only credit the syndicate for the actual 
weight of gold in the gold coin accepted. 
It was also decided today by the Washing- 
ton authorities that certificates of deposit 
could be issued on receipt of gold, which 
should bear the same interest as the bonds 
issued. For this reason the banks will de- 
posit gold before the bonds are issued. The 
bonds are to bear the date of February Ist, 
and thé Gepositor of gold will receive cred- 
it for interest from the date of deposit, 
which will be figured in the price of the 
bonds. 

The Gold Reserve. 

The treasury gold reserve at the close of 
business today stood $51,163 012 all known 
withdrawn is deducted. The delayed mails 
of the past few days, now in, show what 
withdrawals have taken place in dridlets at 
various subtreasuries.

appointed its general counsel at + $811,000 
salary and headquarters at New york, 
He is & son of Judge Thomas C. Fuller, 
of the United States land court. 

Judge Robert W. Winston will resign 
from the bench, in orderr to take Fuller's 
place in the law firm, Mr. Fuller has for 
several years been in receipt of the largest 
income received by any lawyer in the 
state. Judge T. C. Fuller was the leading 
counsel of the Blackwell Tobacco Com- 
pany in a long litigation over its famous 
“bull” trade mark. Mr. W. W. Fuller 
was associated with his father in this 
and other corporation litigation. Recently 
much of his time has been absorbed by 
important business for the Duke branch 
of the American Tobacco Company. 

The proposition to go to New York was 
made to Mr. Fuller some days ago. His 
home will remain in Durham, and he will 
continue his connection as the head of 
the new law firm to be formed. 

Judge Winston has formed a partnership 
with Fuller & Fuller, and comes to Dur- 
ham at once to reside. The firm name 
will probably be Fuller, Winston & Fuller, 
The senior member will be in New York, 
and the active business will be conducted 
by Judge Winston and Mr. Frank T. Fuller.

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FIGHTS PAST MAILS 


Joe Blackburn Attempts to Defeat the 
Appropriation for Special Service. 


MR, CLAUDE BENNETT LEFT OUT 


No Provision Made for Him in the Law 
and the House Refuses to Make 
Good His Salary. 


Washington, February 11.—(Special.)—Joe 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, is leading the fight 
in the senate against the fast southern mail 
from Springfield, Mass., via New York and 
Washington to Atlanta and New Orleans. 
It was vigorously defended by Senators 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, and Allison, of 
Iowa. To the item in the postoffice appro- 
priation bill alloting over $3,000,000 for rail- 
road postoffice car service, the senate com- 
mittee on appropriations has added these 
words: “Said sum shall be expended under 
the direction and in the discretion cf the 
postmaster general and any provision of ex- 
isting law in confilct herewith is hereby 
repealed.”’ 

Mr. Lodge has made the point of order 
that this is new and radical legislation and 
has no place on an appropriation bill. The 
republicans will back him up. At the same 
time he defended the appropriation for 
the fast southern mail and charged that this 
amendment was put in the bill for the pur- 
pose of killing that mail service. He said 
the fast southern mail had been of inesti- 
mable value to the northeast. Mr. Black- 
burn admitted that it was his purpose to 
kill the fast suothern mail. No vote was 
had on the amendment as Mr. Allen, of 
Nebraska, got the floor, and branched off in- 
to a discussion of the Alabama election and 
talked till adjournment. 

He Is Not Provided for by Law. 

The house, in committee of the whole, 
this afternoon considered the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation Dill. 
Mr. Bailey of Texas, was in the chair. 
Among the items was one of $2,000 for the 
salary of the private secretary of the sec- 
retary of the interior. Delegate Flynn, of 
Oklahoma, who has no love for Secretary 
Smith, made the point of order that it was 
new legislation and should be striken out. 
Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, in charge of the 
bill, admitted there was no law providing 
for such private secretary and said the 
item had been carried in past appropria- 
tion bills by courtesy and because nobody 
had objected. 

Still Hangs Fire. 

Chairman Bailey sustained the point of 
order. Unless the item is restored when tho 
bill is reported back to the house and acted 
upon, as by the senate, the secretary of the 
interior will have no private secretary un- 
til he is provided with one by law. Claude 
Bennett, formerly the Washington corre- 
spondent of The Atlanta Journal, is Becre- 
tary Smith’s private secretary. 


GORMAN HAS A PLAN. 


He Proposes an Issue of Treasury Cer- 
tificates for a Short Time. 

Washington, February 11.—Tomorrow be- 
ing the regular day for the meeting of the 
Senate finance committee, when it was 
Bupposed Qhat the president's . message, 
which has been referred to that committee, 
would naturally come up for consideration, 
the republican members of the committee 
held a conference this afternoon in the 
room of Mr. Sherman for the purpose of 
outlining the policy they should pursue. 
There was a free interchange of Views, 
but no conclusion was reached. 

One prominent senator, active in’ the 
leadership of his party, said after the 
conference that the republicans deemed it 
best to remain in a “receptive condition”’ 
pending the action of the house and some 
suggestion that should come from the 
democrats in the senate. For this reason, 
while they were all agreed that they 
should assist in reporting any measure, 
along republican lines, that looked to the 
maintenance of the public credit and the 
payment of the current expenses of the 
treasury, they decided that the initiative 
should be taken by those charged with 
the responsibility for the legislation of 
this congress. 

The proposition to place some sort of a 
financial rider on the sundry civil bill was 
discussed and the senators present agreed 
that if that was done they would support it. 
This is Mr. Gorman’s idea and he has 
prepared an amendment to that bill which 
will provide for either 3 per cent bonds or 
treagary certificages drawing: the sama3 
rate of interest and wll press it to a vote. 
As this is in line with the republican idea 
of what should be done, it would naturally 
receive the sanction of that @ide of the 
chamber, with the exception, possibly, of 
the silver republicans. 

It is believed,’ however, by Mr. Gorman 
and Mr. Allison that if this issue of cer- 
tificates is expressly stipulated to be used 
for the meeting of the current obligations 
of the treasury that the silver men in 
both parties, after entering their formal 
protest against the government putting 
out any more of its obligations, would per- 
mit the amendment to prevail. 

Nothing will be done tomorrow by the 
finance committee. For the reason that 
there will be no meeting. Mr. Voorhees, 
the chairman, was indisposed today and 
did not put in an appearance at the capi- 
tol. During the afternoon, however, he 
saw some of his colleagues, and. believing 
that there was nothing of immediate impor- 
tance before the committee upon which it 
could likely agree, he directed notices to 
be sent to the members informing them 
that ‘the regular meetings of tomorrow 
would not be held. In view of the urgent 
recommendations made by the president 
and his appeal for authority to issue a 3 
per cent gold bond within ten days to 
substitute for the loan he has just com- 
pleted, the failure of this committee to at 
least consider the message will doubtless 


cause some comment about the senate end 
of the capitol. 


HILL’S BIMETALLIC RESOLUTION 


Followed by Another One by Stewart, 
of Navada., 

Washington, February 11.—Mr. Hill intro- 
duced a concurrent resolution declaring 
it to be the sense of congress that ‘“‘the true 
policy of the government requires that 
its efforts should be steadily directed to 
the establishment of a safe system of 
bimetallism, wherein gold and silver may 
be maintained at a parity, and every dol- 
lar coined may be the equal in value and 
power of every other dollar coined or is- 
sued -by the United States, but, if our 
efforts to establish or maintain such bi- 
metallism shall not be wholly succéssful, 
and if, for any reason, our silver coin 
shall not hereafter be at parity with gold 
and silver, and the equal thereof, {in value 
and power in the market and the payment 
of debts, then it is hereby declared that 
the bonds of the United States, now or 
hereafter issued, which by their terms 
are payable in coin, shall, nevertheless, be 
paid in standard gold dollars, it being the 
policy of the United States that its cred- 
itors shall, at all times, be paid in the 
best money in use.” 

This resolution was followed by one 
offered by Mr. Stewart, populist, of Ne- 
vada, declaring that there is no authority 
of law to buy gold coin in preference to 
silver coin for any purpose whatever. In 
the regular course of procedure, one or 
both of these resolutions will come before 


the senate in the morning hour tomorrow. 


The postoffice appropriation bill was then 
taken up, Mr. Butler giving notice that 
when it was disposed of, he would ask to 
have the pooling bill taken up. | 

The first amendment which led to a dis- 
cussion was the one increasing the appro- 
priation for railway postoffice car service 
from $3,106,000 to $3,205,000 and he added 
these words: “Said sum shall be expend- 
ed under the direction and in the discretion 
of the postmaster general, and any pro- 
vision of existing law in conflict herewith 
is hereby repealed.” 

Mr. Lodge, republican, of Massachusetts, 
made a point of order against this provis- 
ion on the ground that it was general 
legislation on an appropriation bill. 

Mr. Lodge urgued that the adoption 
of the amendment would in connection 
with the next amendment (to strike out 
the item “for necessary and special fa- 
cilities on trunk lines from Springfield, 
Mass., to Atlanta and New Orleans”) 
throw into the hands of the postmaster 
general the right to put the Southern 
fast-mail route where he pleased. To that 
he strongly objected, because that should 
be settled by congress. 

Mr. Blackburn, democrat, of Kentucky, 
in charge of the bill, defended the amend- 
ment. He was asked by Mr. Lodge 
whether it was the purpose to abolish the 
fast southern mail service. He admitted 
that it was and said that there was only 
one route in the country that got this 
subsidy. The postoffice department had 
never recommended it; and the postmaster 
general had asked congress to abolish it, 
for the reason that it was an absolute 
detriment instead of a service. 

Mr. Lodge said that the southern fast- 
mail service had been of vast benefit, and 
that he did not want to see it abolished, 

Mr. Allison, republican, of Iowa, opposed 
the amendment as a radical and unwise 
change of existing law. 

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, drifted 
from the discussion of postoffice matters 
to that of affairs in the state of Alabama, 
which had been, Mr. Allen said, for the 
last two or three years deprived of @ re- 
publican form of government. 

When Mr. Allen had apoken about ten 
minutes, he was interrupted by Mr. 
Chandler, republican, of New Hampshire, 
who said that when such a question was 
being discussed as to whether a sovereign 
state of the union had a republican form 
of government or not, there ought to be 
@ quorum present in the senate chamber, 
He suggested the absence of ,such a 
quorum. 

The roll was called and fifty-two sena- 
tors responded—eight more than a quorum, 
Mr. Allen then proceeded with his sp@ech. 
He gave what purported to be statistics 
of the election in the “‘black-belt’’ counties 
in Alabama in August, 1834, showing, 
county by county, the number of votes 
counted, the number actually cast (esti- 
mated) and the number of fraudulent 
votes (estimated)—the aggregate being 
50,508 votes counted, 15,315 votes actually 
cast and 34,765 fraudulent votes. 

Mr. Allen held the floor for two hours, 
most of the time being consumed in the 
reading of depositions in proof of election 
frauds in Alabama. There was little, if 
any, attention given to the subject by the 
senators. The two Alabama senators— 
Pugh and Morgan—sat quite near to the 
desk from which Mr. Allen spoke, but 
did not seem to be at all worried about 
his affidavits and statements, Mr. Morgan 
occupying himself with his correspondence 
and Mr. Pugh having only the appearance 
of one who was thoroughly bored. 

At 6:30 o'clock Mr, Allen, without having 
finished his speech, and saying that he 
could not do so before 8 o’clock, yielded 
the floor. 

A resolution instructing the committee 
on Indian affairs to continue during the 
recess the investigation into Indian schools, 
indian reservations, etc., was reported and 
referred to the commi(tee on contingent 
expenses. It was immediately reported 
back favorably from that committee, and 
was placed on the calendar. 

A call of the roll showed the presence 
of only twenty-nine senators—fifteen less 
than a quorum—and the senate, at 6:45 
o'clock, adjourned until tomorrow. 


NASHVILLE’S EXPOSITION. 


The Exhibit Will Be the Same as at 
Atlanta. 

Washington, February 11.—Messrs. J. M. 
Head and Thomas J. Tyner, of Nashville. 
Tenn., representing the company which pro- 
poses holding an expositien in that city next 
year, appeared before the subcommittee of 
the house appropriations committee today. 
Both gentlemen spoke against the condition 
imposed in the bill which requires that the 
company shall guarantee to raise $750,000 
for the purposes of the exposition before 
the government appropriation is made. 

It was argued on the part of some of the 
men of the committee that the bill would 
have to be stronger before the full com- 
mittee and the house; that it would insure 
a greater safety to the government exhibit. 
The committee showed a willingness to 
strike out the provision if desired, but Rep- 
resentative Washington, of Tennessee, who 
has the matter in charge, stated, however, 
that he would not insure favorable action 
by the appropriations committee or the 
passage of the measure through the house 
if this change were made in the bill and the 
understanding is that it will not be made. 

It was decided to strike out of the bill the 
amendment which requires the exposition 
managers to give a bond for the safe re- 
turn of the government exhibit, inasmuch 
as this point is covered in the bill as orig- 
inally presented. The subcommittee showed 
an indisposition to increase the appropria- 
tion for the government exhibit beyond $126.,- 
000, as that sum will, in their judgment, be 
ample. The government exhibit at Nashville 
will be the same as that at Atianta and 
only expense will be in forwarding the ar- 
ticles to Nashville and erecting the building. 
It was also suggested that the government 
is likely to be called upon for appropriations 
from time to time for similar state exposi- 
tions and that it is well to establish the 
precedent of not expending more than $125,- 
000 for such purposes.

State- 
ments were got from all the railroads 
companies, steamboat companies, compress 
companies, warehouse companies and then 
an agent was appointed in every agricul- 
tural county in which cotton was raised, 
who visited all the farms, country stores, 
ginhouses, etc. 


WHAT ARE THE STATE’S POWERS? 


The Authority of a Sovereign State in 
Question. 

Columbia, 8S. C., February 11.—(Special.)— 
Douglas & O’ Bear, lawyers, state that they 
will bring up the Aiken dispensary case in 
the United States court this week. They 
will ask the court to pass on the question 
as to whether the state can prohibit in- 
dividuals having liquors shipped to them 
from other states for private consumption.

THROUGH ALABAMA 


An Election Contast Bill Is Passea 
by the Senate. 


THE CONTESTANTS FOOT THE BILLS 


If They Win They Get Their Money Back. 
If They Lose ‘vhey Are Out 
of Pocket. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 11.—(Special.) 
The senate of Alabama passed a bill today 
which, if it becomes a law, and there ap- 
pears to be no doubt but that it will, will 
silence, it is believed, the howlers about 
fraud in Alabama elections. The bill pro- 
vides for a contest of state elections. The 
general assembly is made the trial tribunal 
and the supreme court the final tribunal in 
the matter. A contestant is required to make 
bond sufficient to indemnify the state 
against loss by reason of the contest. If 
the contestant wins, he gets his money 
back. If ‘he loses, the expense of the contest 
is deducted and the balance returned to 
him. Only one senator voted against the 
bill and he is an independent without any 
party affiliations. The bill will, it is believ- 
ed, pass the house unanimously, as also will 
the senate amendments to the Sayre elec- 
tion law. It is believed that the enactment 
af the two election measures will result in 
an absolutely fair election in 1896. The 
house is still at work on the revenue Dill. 
A few of the inquisitorial features have 
been eliminated, but it looks like the bill 
will pass substantially. 


O'BRIEN PURCHASED IT. 


Sale of the Age-Herald at Auction 
Yesterday. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 11.—The Age- 
Herald plant, including all press franchises 
and accounts, was sold at public outcry 
at the front of the coun® courthouse to- 
day at noon and attracted a large number 
of spectators and would-be purchasers. 
The sale was under a deed of trust to 
bondholders. The accounts were first dis- 
posed of, then came the interesting part— 
the sale of the plant and all its franchises. 
There were several ready to bid, and the 
first offer was $5,000; the next was double 
that amount, and the third was $12,500, 
offered by N. E. Barker, president of the 
First National bank, interested in the 
bonds of The Age-Herald. This bid was 
raised by John W. Johnston, of New York, 
and his bid was quickly raised Dy Frank 
P. O’Brien, a bondholder, to $17,500. 

At this juncture it was evident that only 
two Richmonds were in the field—Messrs. 
Johnston and O’Brien. Then began the 
struggle. First one then the other would 
raise the bid, and so it continued for nearly 
an hour, until finally the $20,000 mark was 
reached, this bid being offered by Mr. 
Johnston. Mr. O’Brien promptly went 
him $10 better, and there the struggle 
ended, the crier declaring Mr. F. P. O’Brien 
the purchaser at $20,010.

SUPERINTENDENT ARRESTED. 


Charged with Cruelty to Convicts—He 
Says He Was Jastified. 

Griffin, Ga., February 11.—(Special.)— 
Superintendent Camp, of the county chain- 
gang, was arrested today on 4 warrant 
sworn out by W. H. Conner, charging 
him with public indecency and cruel treat- 
ment. Geveral times during the past 
week, while the force was at work in the 
city, the superintendent has punished con- 
victs in the street, for which he has been 
censured. One of the men so whipped was 
convicted at the last term of court, and 
he claims to be an epileptic. On this ac- 
count he refused to work, and had to be 
whipped several times before a cure was 
affected. Mr. Camp is very indignant over 
his arrest, which he characterizes as unjust 
and unwarranted. He claims to be justi- 
fiable in all his acts toward the men un- 
der him, and that punishment was needed 
in every case where it has been adminis- 


tered.

Important New Bills Introduced—No 
Prize Fighting Allowed. 

. C., February 11.—(Special.)— 
he stee Pol new bills introduced in 
the legislature today were to provide for 
a railway from Murphy up the Hiawassée 
river to the Georgia and Tennessee lines; 
to amend the charter of the Plymouth, 
Washington and Winston railway; to regu- 
late the hours of opening and closing bar- 
rooms and forbidding screens in front of 
them; to revise and digest the public laws; 
to provide fpr the levy and collection of

The senate passed the bill and it is now 
law, to provide for the equipment of the new 
buildings at the insane asylum here. The 
senate passed on third reading, after @ 
spirited debate, the bill to employ state 
convicts on public roads, each county be- 
ing allowed twenty-five. An amendment 
adopted was that no applications for con- 
victs are to be considered, unless the con- 
victs are not needed on the state farms. 
The bill to prevent prize-fighting also passed 
on its final reading. The house passed, af- 
ter much debate, an important bill to pre- 
vent delays in freight shipments. It pro- 
vides that whenever suit is instituted 
against any railroad doing business in this 
state for violation of any of the laws re- 
quiring prompt handling of _ perishable 
freight, and the, railroad loses the suit, it 
shall pay all costs and expenses, including 
attorney’s fees, if the value of the property 
does not exceed $10.

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Six inches of snow came this morn- 
ing to crown the hard winter in Chatta- 
nooga. It began falling at 2 o'clock and 
kept it up spasmodically all day, affording 
the first sport in the way of sleighing for 
years, but increasing the suffering among 
the poor, who are legion here. Street cars 
were not running until after noon, and sub- 
urban residents had to foot it.

A Confederate Cemetery at Chatta- 
nooga Too Long Neglected. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., February 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Six or seven months ago a great 
scandal was caused by the published as- 
sertion of Mrs. George T. Fry that the 
surviving soldiers and meinbers of the N. 
B. Forrest camp, who so gallantly wore the 
gray, had not even the common decency 
to take care of their dead comrades. She 
called, as a circumstance to witness and 
substantiate her, the attention @f the pub- 
lic to the fact that the bones of the con- 
federate dead buried in the confederate 
cemetery were exposed to view through neg- 
lect of the graves. Whether or not Mrs. 
Fry was justified in her attack and aasser- 
tions has never been proved. It was a mat- 
ter that everybody thought should be drop- 
ped. But those who believed that the cem- 
etery was being neglected went to work to 
secure means to improve the ground. Not 
much success crowned their efforts, but 
the city council now grants the use of 
the city prisoners fer work on the ground 
and they will commence this week to 

beautify the spot.

RAILROADERS MEET. 


They Are Trying to Patch Up the 


Southern Passenger Association. 


MR. SPENCER, OF THE SOUTHERN, HERE 


Yesterday’s Meeting of the Executive 
Board Wasa Failure—Other News 
and Gossip ofthe Rail. 


Unless something is done by the mass 
meeting of representatives of all the rail- 
roads of the southern states to be held in 
this city today looking to the patching up 
of the Southern Passenger Association, it 
is a reasonable presumption that the days 
of this organization are numbered. 

Every movement for rejuvenating the as- 
sociation seems to have hung fire so far 
and the crisis seems to be nigh at hand. 

There was no meeting of the executive 
board of the association yesterday to 
amount to anything, although it was hcped 
that the call for this meeting heralded some 
definite step by which tne organization 
would be saved, 

There was no quorum present when the 
appointed hour arrived yesterday and the 
hopes of those who did attend went up in 
smoke as they saw clearly that tueir asso- 
ciation is on its last legs. 

There was to have been a meeting in the 
city of New York a month ago for this 
Same purpose of seeing what could be dene 
towards bringing the lost energies oi the 
association to life again, but 
as is well known there was nu Gg i0rum at 
that meeting. 


The situation today with the Southern 
Passenger association is anything but en- 
couraging. More than halt of the great 
trunk lines that form its membership have 
served notice that they intend soon to with- 
draw from the organization. 

The trouble is of long standing, having 
grown out of the action of the Louisville 
and Nashville last summer in cutting the 
rates on Knights of Pythias travel out of 
Texas to the great conclave in the city of 
Washington. The Queen and Crescent made 
strenuous objection to this and wound up 
by serving notice that it would withdraw 
from the association unless it could be 
protected from such methods as those. 

Then the Louisville and Nashville saw 
that it would have t oget out of the associa- 
tion, too, if it wanted to wrestle with the 
Queen and Crescent fur business :ii case the 
latter pulled out. 

Then came a similar notice from the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. i.ouis and 
from the other competing lines on the same 
good grounds. 

Thus it was not long before xu!! of the 
mainstays of the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciation had given notice that they intended 
to withdraw from the association. 

What Is to Be Done? 

The deplorable part of the whole business 
is the seeming indifference on the part of 
the members to get together for the pur- 
pose of reorganization.

FINANCES ARE LOw, 


And Glasscock Will Probably Issue 
Bonds. 

azibson, Ga., February 11.-—-(Special.)—In 
an article on Glascock’s deplorable finan- 
cial condition, The Gibson Record says that 
the county’s present obligations will foot 
up at least $500, besides further and more 
embarrassing circumstances which are 
just ahead. Only a little more than a 
week and the February term of the supe- 
rior court will be on, with an expense of 
nothing less than $600, and at the expira- 
tion of six months more the August term 
of the superior court will convene, at a 
cost of 3600 more, making the total indebt- 
edness from $1,700 to $2,000, which will have 
accrued before the year’s taxXes fall due. 
The taxes that will be paid into the treas- 
ury this fall will not reduce the debt to 
$1,000, which, from the present status of 
affairs, will take years for the county to 
remove. The board has been appealed to 
to take some action regarding this matter 
at once, by issuing interest-bearing bonds 
or by passing an order for the county treas- 
urer to pay 38 per cent on her present obli- 
gations. The Record says: 

“The county’s credit must be maintained, 
and The Record calls upon the grand jury 
for the approaching term of court to rec- 
ommend to the board some wise and judi- 
cious method by which they may adjust 
this matter in a manner which will meet 
the approval and confirmation of public 
opinion throughout the county.”

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, February 11.—Cotton declined 
4 to 5 points, but reacted and closed quiet 
and steady at a net decline of 1@2 points, 
with sales of 79,300 bales. Liverpool was 
unchanged on the spot with sales of 8,000 
bales, but futures there declined 2 to 2% 
points and closed barely steady. In Man- 
chester yarns were quiet but steady, cloths 
steady. The southern markets were gen- 
erally quiet and unchanged. Spot cotton 
here was dull and unchanged. The exports 
from the ports were 16,900. Port receipts 
24.904 today, against 31,435 this day last 
week and 12,968 last year and 29,147 in 1892. 
New Orleans declined 4 points, then re- 
covered part of this. Thus far this wec&, 
the ports have received 41,415, against 54,- 
232 for the same time last year. New Or- 
leans tomorrow expects [10,000 to 13,000, 
against 12,811 this day last week and 8,7b2 
last year. A party of New England mill 
men will leave Boston for the Carolinas 
next week to inspect the cotton mills in 
those states with the view of ascertaining 
what advantages the. south offers in the 
manufacture of cotton goods, especially 
the cheaper grades of cloths. 

Today’s Features—Some of the bulls in 
Liverpool got disgusted and sold out and 
besides there was quite a little selling 
there against purchases of the actual cot- 
ton at the south. This is why Liverpool 
declined today contrary to expectations 
and greatly to the disappointment of bulls 
here. The weather was warmer in the 
south and some think that the receipts 
are likely to increase before long, though 
others maintain that, owing to the recent 
cold snap, the arrivals for a time must be 
small. There were persistent rumors that 
the bureau report, which was to have been 
issued at 4 o’clock today, would be bullish, 
that it would show a crop not much larger 
than that of 1892, insteac of running up to 
10.000.000 bales or more. ‘This had the effect 
of causing a slight rally before the close 
so that the net decline here today was 
small. Cotton is cheap, as everybody 
knows, and, in fact, it is so cheap that 
mawy operators are disinclined to sell it 
short, while at the same time they are 
waiting for some decisive developments 
favorable to the bullish interest before 
takine the long side.

AN UNUSUAL CASE, 


A Jackson County Court Sits Day 
and Night. 


AN ELECTION CONTEST IS ON 


The Democratic Lawyers Are Going Into 
the Evidence in AllIts Details. 
Attorneys Work by Relays. 


Athens, Ga., February 11.—(Special.)— 
Jackson county has a contested election 
case that will go down in history as one of 
the most exciting judicial investigations ever 
made in the state. The recent ciection icr 
county officers of Jackson county, held Jan- 
uary 2, 1895, on the face of the returns 
showed that A. R. Braselton, populist, had 
defeated KB. H. Collier, democrat, for the 
office of sheriff by forty-nine votes, ard 
that C. C. Chandler, populist, had defeated 
Jesse C. Bennett, democrat, for the oilice 
of clerk of the superior court by a majority 
of forty-eight votes. 

Messrs. Collier and Bennett filed notice 
of contest and employed Messrs. EK. T. 
Brown of Ahens, R. B. Russell, of Winder, 
and W. I. Pike, of Jefferson, as their attor- 
neys. The populists employed Messrs. H. 
H. Perry, of Gainesville and J. A. B. Ma- 
haffey, of Jefferson, to represent them. The 
democrats have already taken down their 
evidence, attacking the legality of several 
hundred votes cast in the election. Now 
the populists are taking their evidence 
and thereon hangs an interesting story. 

The selected Mr. C. F. Holliday, justice 
of the peace of Clarksboro district, as the 
Officer before whom the testimony should 
be taken. Mr. Holliday is a prominent 
populist. The taking of testimony began 
last Wednesday morning at 8:30 o'clock at 
the courthouse in Jefferson. The populists 
had prepared for the occasion with great 
care. They had. two expert stenographers 
from Atlanta to take the testimony, and 
had fully two hundred men out scouring 
Jackson county for witnesses. 

When the court was called to order, ful- 
ly: three hundred witnesses were present 
in addition to the spectators and interested 
parties. 

The law allows ten days in which to take 
the testimony, and it at once becomes ap- 
parent that it would take hustling to get 
in the evidence of all the witnesses. 

This became more apparent after the first 
witness was put up. He was a negro ,and 
had only lived a short while in Jackson 
county. Mr. Russell subjected him to a 
rigid examination, asking nim if he knew 
this citizen and that one and the other 
and if he knew whether this citizen owned 
land or that on or the other. It took sev- 
eral hours to finish with the first witness. 

The two other negroes were examined, 
and by that time it was night. The popu- 
lists took it into their hands that it would 
be losing precious time to adjourn then, 
and concluded to try a night session. 

So a fresh stenographer was put on and 
the court proceeded with the witnesses. 
Mr. Russell gave way to Colonel Brown, 
who cross-examined the witnesses very 
closely. 

Mr. T. A. McElhannon was put on the 
Stand. He was for many years sheriff of 
Jackson county and knows everybody in 
the couritty. Hence he was questioned very 
closely on all points involving the legality 
of several hundred votes that had been at- 
tacked by the democrats. For ten weary 
hours he was kept) upon the witness stand 
and several democrats tell a good one on 


him by saying that in the early hours of: 


the morning he dozed off to sleep and on 
waking up reversed his former testimony in 
some very laughable ways. 

The next morning was Thursday and the 
thermometer was dropping rapidly. The in- 
vestigation went on, however. A new 
stenographer was put in, Colonel Brown 
retired and Mr. Russell came on deck again, 
By night the thermometer was nearly to 
zero, but the court went on while the wit- 
nesses and counsel and spectators all shiv- 
ered. Finally the court broke down in its 
night sessions and adjourned until day- 
light. 

Very few witnesses had been examined 
and Colonel Perry was on his mettle trying 
to devise some way in whicn to expedite 
matters. Allen Flanigen, a stanch demo- 
cratic negro, was put up to prove the legal- 
ity of a populist negro’s vote. His testli- 
mony involved a tax recsipt and Colonel 
3rown handed him one by one tax receipts 
for about 300 people. He hut to read all 
these and identify’ them. At this juncture 
Colonel Perry saw his chance. The law on 
contested elections, which is very crude at 
best, does not allow the judge presiding to 
rule out any testimony olfered; hence Jus- 
tice Holliday was compelled to admit all 
that was given in. The only authority 
vested in the justice is to keep order. Mr. 
Perry moved to suppress Coionel Bruwn’s 
questions on the ground that they were 
discrderly and calculated to obstruct the 
work of the court. Justice Holliday grasp- 
ed the point and promptly suppressed Col- 
onel Brown's promiscuous qeustions. 

Then came a wrangle as to what questions 
came under the ruling of the court, and 
much time was consumed. 

Then the court proceeded in its work, and 
it is in session now at Jefferson. It will 
utilize the full ten days allowed in getting 
in the evidence of the populists. 

Then the papers in the case will go be- 
fore Judge Hutchins, who will pass on it. 
Judge Hutchins now has a number of courts 
to hold and his time is, of course, o¢cupied. 
Yet it will take him at least a month of 
hard and continuous reading to plow through 
the papers in this case. 

This contested election case has stirred 
up a great deal of feeling in Jackson coun- 
ty, and may yet result in some sensational 
development. 

To Interest Manufacturers.

If they can make their arrangements to 
visit Athens on their trip our citizens will 
give them a cordial welcome. 


The Report Presented.

Convention in the City. 


THE CONVENTION MEETS THIS MORNING 


Hon. Simon Wol', Presidentof the Order 
Is Here—Exercises at DeGive’s by the 
Orphan Children This Aiternoon, 


The delegates to the B’nai Brith conven- 
tion are not discouraged by the snowstorm 
that has taken possession of the city. At 
10 o’clock this morning, in the cosy apart- 
ments of the Gate City lodge, the annual 
district convention of the Independent Or- 
der of B'nai Brith, will be called to order 
by the presiding officer. 

Five states will be represented on the 
floor of the convention—Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, Virginia and Maryland. 
In addition to these the District of Colum- 
bia will be represented by a large delega- 
tion from Washington city. 

In order to facilitate the transaction of 
business and to prevent the annual con- 
vocation of the brotherhood from being too 
unwieldy it was decided several years ago 
to divide the association into districts. The 
states represented in the convention that 
meets in Atlanta today belong to the fifth 
district of the Independent Order of B'nai 
Brith. 

The benevolent principles, on which the 
order is founded, commend it to the people 
of this city and to all who have hearts to 
appreciate the needs of the poor and 
fatherless children of the country, who, de- 
prived of parental guardianship, are thrust 
upon the hands of charity for maintenance 
and education. 

This beautiful sentiment is peeuliar to 
the order of B’nai Brith and belongs to it 
as truly as the gratifying order belongs 
to the flower from which it emanates. The 
brotherhood extends into all parts of the

| fore in the history of the country have 
the stock jobbers, the usurers and the 
speculating bankers hed such a feast 
of profits. Never before in the history 
of the country have the whole mass of 
our people been nearer to poverty and 
absolute distress. 

Mr. Cleveland's attifude has long 
since ceased to be a matter of party 
concern, The democratic party could 
not possibly be in a worse condition 
than that in which it has been placed 
by reason of Mr. Cleveland's indiffer- 
ence to the rights of the people.

Give the Republicans a Chance. 

Having brought the democratic party 
to grief and caused its victory of 1892 
to take the shape of the most crushing 
defeat in its history, Mr. Cleveland now 
has an opportunity to demoralize the 
republican organization and throw it 
into a state of hopeless confusion by 
calling an extra-session. 

If the president thinks he is under 
any sort of obligation to the party that 
he has made the \stepping stone to 
power—if he is capable of feeling the 
slightest emotion of gratitude to the 
organization that has practically destroy- 
ed its own usefulness by heaping hon- 
ors upon his» head—he has now an op- 
portunity of discharging the obliga- 
tion and of showing hia gratitude by 
inviting the republicans into the trap 
of an extra session. 

Such a move as this would take high 
rank as a piece of political strategy, 
and it would have a positive excuse in 
the deplorable condition to which Mr. 
Cleveland has brought the finances of 
the country by repudiating the demo- 
cratic platform and managing the peo- 
ple’s treasury in the interest of. the 
money .slmfks and the speculating 
bankers. | 

The democratic congress’ having 
failed, by reason of original and native 
imbecility mingled with a goodly por- 
tion of patronage lust, to relieve the 
people, Mr. Cleveland owes it to the 
country to give the republicans an op- 
portunity to try their practiced hands 
on the situation. 

We bave had for several months the 
spectacle of John Sherman in the sen- 
ate holding his head sidewise and 
gazing with owblike wisdom at the 
ceiling, 2s much as to say that if his 
party had an opportunity it would 
make short work of the trouble. We 
have also had in the house the compan- 
ion spectacle of Mr. Tom Reed swag- 
gering up and down the aisles and 
through the corridors, smiling like a 
pink moon flower, and chuckling to him- 
self over the democratic dilemma. The 
Situation is so grave and the prospect 
so gloomy that Mr. Cleveland cannot 
do better than to turn it over to the 
republicans. 

We think if Sherman, Reed & Co. had 
their sweet way about it, there would 
be no extra session. The real repub- 
lican programme is already in full op- 
eration. The money power is robbing 
the people right and left and the bond- 
holders are making millions out of new 
bond issues. All the mendacity and 
rascality of John Shermanandall the 
audacity of Tom Reed could not invent 
a situation more to the minds of the 
republican leaders than that which Mr. 
Cleveland has put in operation. More- 
over, the republican party escapes all 
responsibility for it, and everything 
goes swimmingly. If Sherman, Reed 
& Co. had their way there would be no 
extra session. 

But does Mr. Cleveland propose to 
give them their way? Does he propose 
to come to fheir relief by continuing to 
make a supposed democratic adminis- 
tration responsible for the continuous 
issue of bonds? Inasmuch as the people 
have electéd a republican congress in 
place of an inefficient and unpatriotic 
democratic body, does Mr. Cleveland 
propose to postpone all legislative re- 
lief until next December? 

The Constitution trusts not. It trusts 
that Mr. Cleveland will set the trap of 
the extra session so as to catch the re- 
publican buzzard which is now loping 
around pretending to be anxious to dis- 
play its statesmanship.

There is no necessity whatever for such a 
congress of physicians as Mr. P. J. Moran 
suggests, but on the contrary, if our south- 
ern ports desire immunity from the visita- 
tions of yellow fever all they have to do is 
to adopt and put in operation the Holt 
quarantine system. After this has been 
done they will be as secure against epidem- 
ics of yellow fever as New Orleans is to- 
day. om 

Every word that The States says 
about Dr. Holt Ts true, and certainly 
the people of New Orleans, who, in times 
past, have suffered so much from the 
ravages of yellow fever owe him a debt 
of gratitude which they can never re- 
pay. 

The Constituiion’s suggestion, how- 
ever, ‘was made in view of the fact that 
there are other cities which have not 
produced a Dr. Holt, and which would 
be benefited by having his views fully 
presented to them. The very fact that 
there is such a story to tell as can be 
told by Dr. Holt would be worthy the 
attendance of every physician in the 
guif ports to hear it. It is only by 
meeting together and exchanging ideas 
that men can gain information. Physi- 
cians especially are jealous of preserv- 
ing their ethical reputation. It is doubt-

A REMARKABLE INTERVIEW 


With a Man Whose Views Will Be 
Read with Considerable Interest. 


New York, February 9.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The people of this country have 
but ttle idea of the power, and aims of the 
men who from this place are controlling the 
politics of the United States. The power of 
money, concentrated and managed with 
brains, is very great, but never was it as 
daring and ugly as it is today. Your corre- 
spondent met at a social gathering a few 
days ago, one of the men who had just re- 
turned from Washington, where he had 
been to consult about the pending bond is- 
sue. He was full of his mission and praise 
for President Cleveland. 

“T think.” said he, “Mr. Cleveland is the 
greatest president we have ever had at the 
head of this government. We never had a 
man so fearless of politicians or the people 
as he is, and the good part of it is, that 
while he is so fearless of them the politi- 
cians are all afraid of fim.’’ 

“That is true, but is it not also true that 
he has about ruined his party?” 

“Certainly he has, but it is better for the 
country that he has. The democratic party 
has served itS purpose. All that clap-trap 
that Jefferson invoked one hundred years 
ago about equality, and about the masses 
and classes, is the veriest nonsense now. 
Sensible men know there is not one word of 
truth in it. and people hére are getting tired 
of it. What this country needs now is a 
stronger government, and more protection 
to the rights of property. This everlasting 
twaddle about equal rights has played out 
and rich people get so disgusted with it that 
they go to Europe where they never hear 
such stuff, except from socialists and an- 
archists.’’ 


The Bismarck of America, 


“Why don’t they remain there?’ your cor- 
respondent asked. 

“Well, they prefer to come back, and I 
guess there is no law to prevent it. A man 
with money can live where it suits his fan- 
ey, can't he? But I tell you it is getting 
better here. Mr. Cleveland is a man of iron 
nerve. He {s the Bismarck of America and 
if I had my way he would be emperor. He 
virtually now has assumed full control to 
protect the public honor. The senate and 
house have cowardly shrunk from their duty 
and Cleveland is equal to the emergency. 
He is not haunted by any fear of his con- 
stituents; he takes hold like a lion and 
when they don’t do what he wants them to 
do he does it anyhow, and they dare not 
interfere with him.

I look forsome such kick- 
ing, but when it comes it will be just what 
we want; and from that day on this will 
be a stronger government, and one where 
the demagogue will have little power.”

“Not exactly that, but I favor a stronger 
government than we now have and more 
aristocratic. The foolish prejudice in this 
country against aristocracy all follows from 
the teaching of that old socialist, Jefferson. 
We have as good blood in this country as 
there is in Europe. The Cleveland family 
has a coat of arms, and he is very proud 
of it. It is true it was never much use to 
him until he got rich. That is one good feat- 
ure about aristocracy. Whenever you haven't 
the money to maintain your rank you hiber- 
nate like a bear or an alligator. Sometimes 
it passés one or two generations and then 
the family get wealthy again, and they 
have the right to choose all the good deeds 
of their ancestors, and ignore all the bad 
ones in making up their records.’’

They are the men, 
too, that put the money up to elect Cleve- 
land and to nominate_him, and we will have 
a hand in electing his successor and he will 
be on Cleveland’s line, and you need have 
no doubt of it. Then let the ‘galoots’ kick 
if they dare, and we will make this govern- 
ment what we want in short order, and 
cease to be bothered by this annual distur- 
bance of blockheads called congress, sent 
here as the representatives of the people. 
What nonsense! Even common people are 
getting tired of that.”’ 

“Then you believe that a majority of the 
rich men in the east believe in a monarchial 
or aristocratic government for this coun- 
try ?”’

Times When the Sun Failed. 

The ancient historians mention several 
instances of the sun “going out’’ or failing 
to shine and give forth its usual amount 
of heat and light for periods of time vary- 
ing in length from three hours to several 
months. According to Plutarch the year 
44 B. C. was one in which the sun was 
“weak and pale’ for a period approxi- 
mating eleven months. 

The Portuguese historians record “several 
months of diminished sunlight” in the year 
934 A. D., and, according to Humboldt, this 
uncanny period ended with “strange and 
startling sky phenomena, such as loud at- 
mospheric explosions, rifts in the vaulted 
canopy of the blue above, and in divers 
other rare and unaccountable freaks.” In 
the year 1093. on September 29th (see Hum- 
boldt’s “‘Cosmos’’), the sun turned sud- 
denly black and remained soa for three 
hours, and did not regain its normal con- 
dition for several days. According to the 
noted Helmuth’s “Solar Energy,” ithe days 
of seeming inactivity on the part cf the 
sun (the days following the sudden biack- 
ening of the great orb) were not for a pe- 
cullar greenish tinge, and are marked in 
old Spanish, French and Italian records as 
“the days of the green sun.” February, 
1106, A. D., is noted in the annals of mar- 
velous phenomena as a month in which 
there were several days that “‘the sun ap- 
peared dead and black, like a great cir- 
cular cinder floating in the sky.” 

“On the last day of February, 1206,” says

Will Be Removed When the Weather 
Moderates—Bids Asked For. 

The old No. 1 engine Rouse, on Broad 
street, adjoining the bridge, which partly 
collapsed iast week, will be torn down as 
soon as the weather moderates.

The building was inspected by the city 
engineer und city butiding inspectors last 
Friday and they recommended that part of 
the walls and the roof be removed, as the 
inspectors considered the building danger- 
ous in its present condition. 

Mayor King notified Mr. Inman by letter 
Saturday of the recommendation of the 
inspector and ordered the condemned por- 
tions removed. 

Mr. Inman took the matter up with the 
Central Railroad Company Saturday and 
endeavored to make an agreement with the 
company about dividing the expenses of 
removing the building, it being claimed 
that the railroad people are responsible 
for the collapse of the building on account 
of their having done some excavating near 
the foundations. 

The railroad company notified Mr. Inman 
yesterday, however, that they would not 
have anything to do with the matter on 
account of the road being in the hands of 
a receiver. 

The building was a grim specter Yyester- 
day, in consequence of being covered with 
snow, and had an unattractive and danger- 
ous appearance.

THE SOUTH A GREAT FIELD. 


Mr. Mordaunt, a Hustling Immigra- 
tion Man, in Atlanta. 

Ek. &. Mordaunt, of Chicago, perhaps the 
most active immigration agent in the coun. 
try, has been in Atlanta for the past few 
days. He came south on a pleasure trip 
and stopped in Atlanta to see Mr. Phil Har- 


ralson, an old frie..d. 
Mr. Mordaunt haz some strong views on 


immigration and he talks interestingly 


about the south. 

“The south,” said he, “is the most at- 
tractive field for immigrants in the United 
States. There is uo denying it, you have 
everything here .n your ravor. You have 
climate, soil and good social advantages. 
The immigrant will listen to the man who 
tells him about the south when he will not 
listen to anv other man. ' 

“What you need here is organization and 
system. Your smaller railroads ought to 
institute immigration bureaus, conduct them 
as regular depirtments, spend money on 
them and make money out of them. Why, 
there’s a fortune in it. Unfortunately, the 
railroads here in the south seem to be built 
through the poorest section of the country. 
This country could be filled up with de- 
sirable immigrants if it were worked right. 

“Where are they to come from? Why, 
from the New England states, from Ohio, 
Tilinois, Nebraska and wakota. You can get 
lots of them in Nebraska. They are just 
eager to get away. The middle and New 
England states are over-crowded; farming 
lands have become too valuadle. There is 
a great future for this section, and a mag- 
nificent opening for the immigration busi- 
ness. The south raises too much cotton, 
just like we raise too much wheat. When 
the south raises garden truck and learns 
how to market it on a business scale, then 
it will prosper and flourish.” 

Mr. Mordaunt !s industrial commissioner 
for the Rio Grande Western railway, and 
is known all over the west and east as one 
of the most successful immigrant catchers 
in the United States. He is stopping at

SNOW BOUND MAILS 


The Delay in the Arrival of Tralns 
Cansed by the Storm. 


DESTITUTION AMONG THE CITY'S POOR 


The Financial Condition of the Atlanta 
Charitable Association and Its 
Nerd of Help, 


From the coal fields of Pennsylvania to 
the frontiers of Texas the country has 
been invaded by the snow king. 

Business men in the city have been an- 
noyed by the failure of their northern mail 
to reach them in due season, and several 
complaints have been filed at the postoffice 
during the last day or two. 

The cause of this delay and inconven- 
lence has been due to the heavy snowstorm. 
The tracks have been covered with snow 
banks and the mountain gorges have been 
literally filled with avalanches. In order to 
tunnel through these difficulties hands have 
been employed on all the railroads to shovel 
away the snow, but as soon as an opening 
was thus made for the passage of the 
train a second deposit of the fleecy hin- 
drance would necessitate a repetition of 
this process. 

“A small amount of northern mail has 
been received,” said a leading postoffice 
official yesterday afternoon, “but the bulk 
of the mail has been delayed on account of 
the heavy snow fall. A similar derange- 
ment of the schedule occurred about seven 
years ago, but since that time the mails 
have been delivered with prompt rezu- 
larity.”’ 

Two delayed trains from Washington 
reached the city five hours late yesterday 
morning. Two other belated engines puffed 
into the depot last night. 

This disposes of all the trains that have 
been delayed and if the snow stops falling 
therewill be nofurther complaintin regard 
to the mails. 

Distress of the Poor. 

The suffering among the poor people of 
the city has been greatly increased by the 
severity of the snowstorm, and, at this pit- 
iful crisis, the finances of the Atlanta Char- 
itable Association are at a low ebb. 

Hundreds of applications were made at 
the headquarters of the association yester- 
day afternoon, and those applying for help 
gave pathetic proof of their destitute cir- 
cumstances. In rags and tatters, some of 
them with their feet protruding through 
their shoes; mothers with their helpless 
babes on their arms and the pallor of death 
in their pinched faces, begged for clothing 
and fuel, with tears in their eyes. It was 
a distressing sight, and no one could have 
witnessed the sad spectacle without being 
deeply moved. 

Mr. Turner, the superintendent, was forced 
to give sparingly of the meager supplies 
on hand, but many, in this way, received 
accommodation and went away in a meas- 
ure satisfied,

BEARD ARGUMENT YESTERDAY 


And Hada Priyate Session Lasting 
Nearly an Hour. 


WILL MEET TODAY OR TOMORROW 


Stirring Speeches Made Before the Board 
by the Attorneysin the Case—-No 
Baliot Taken, 


The board of pclice commissioners con- 
yened, heard argument for three hours in 
the case against Detectives Wright, Looney 
and Cason, and, after nearly an hour's se- 
cret deliberation, adjourned without reach- 
ing a devision. 

What that decision will be is a question 
that will not be known until the next meet- 
ing of the board, which will probabiy be 
beld some time today or tomecrrow. 

The argument yesterday afternoon was 

exhaustive ani notable, except in a few 
instances, for the same bitter personalism 
that pervaded the speech-making of the 
Baker investigation. 
- It was a few minutes after 3 o’clock be- 
fore the commissioners divested themselves 
ef their storm.cats and settled themselves 
down comfortably in the six big chairs on 
the platform. The hail was filled. Some 
had assembled as eariy as 2 o’clock for the 
purpose of securing good seats, and waited 
in eager expectancy for the speeches. 

Mr. Tinsley W. Rucker opened for the 
prosecution. His speech was scarcely of an 
arguimeutative nature, as the time allowed 
him was toc short for dwelling on the dif- 
ferent features of the case. It was his mis- 
gion to outline the programme of prosecu- 
tion. This he did in a clear, forceful and 
impressive Way. Without going into the de- 
tells of the various points, he brought out 
the charges which he believed the evidence 
sustained. In clean-cut, decisive sentences 
he clinched the different features and drove 
them home in well rounded periods. 

Mr. Rucker began by complimenting the 
board for the patient way in which the in- 
yestigation had been conducted and the 
tedious but thorough work of the commis- 
sioners. The main charges that the prose- 
cution had conducted the case on, he said, 
referred to the testimony taken from Paf- 
ford, the young medical student, the taking 
of the money from Armstrong; the accept- 
ance of the rings from Carrie Clarke, the 
failure to have Harp indicted and the pro- 
tection givem him in the gambling business 
by Leoney; the protection allowed to Hall 
in the blind tiger business at the National 
hotel, and the malicious and unwarranted 
charges brought out to injure the character 
of Amos Baker. 

Where Statements Differ. 

In the Pafford case Mr. Rucker called at- 
tention to the fact that the young man was 
au involuntary witness and had been drawn 
into the case against his own will. He was 
not a gambler and did not belong to that 


responsible for the prosecution of the de- 
testives. Mr. Rucker called attention to 


the great variance in the testimony of Paf- 
ford and the staternent of the detectives in 
régard to the amount of money which the 
young man gave up. Pafford, ke said, had 
ho reason for saying that he gave the de- 
tectives $15 instead of $5, as reported by 
them to the board of police commissioners, 
whereas the officers had no reason for 
wishing to make a false report. In the first 


and in the second place they were ashamec 
to make it known that they had received $15 
for recovering $0 ‘The per cent for collect- 
ing was tco great. 

In the Armstrong case he said that the 
testimony of Dewey, who told about the 
transaction, was unimpeached, It was 
wholly otherwise. The testimony of Carrie 
Clarke corroborated it, and this coincident 


Looney and the List. 

The mutilated list was a stringe feature.

Carrie Clark’s Rings. 

In reference to Carrie Clarke and her 
ting, Mr. Rucker said that the acceptance 
of the presents was not so serious as the 
denial of the men on the Baker case that 
they had received them.

Glenn’s Eloquent Defense.

Touching on the National hotel, he paint- 
ed it as a resort for all the demons of dark- 
ness, ‘‘and Hall,” he said, pointing to where 
the young man was seated, ‘‘was the Pros- 
pero who could conjure up every form of 
vice and crime. Was it an outrage then to 
charge Baker, who was the boon friend, 
the inseparable companion, the intimate 
associate of such a man”’ 

Mr. Dodd Interrupts. 

“The prosecution,” he said, “dwel!s on 
this charge against Baker referring to the 
Dodd transaction. Now there's nothing so 
awful about that. The charge stands un- 
denied that Tom Dodd did get these goods 
and carry them to Hall’s bar. He went 
there in the night time and while his father 
was asieep carried off these—* 

Mr. Greene Dodd was sitting not very 
for from the speaker He jumped up. ex- 
citedly. 

“That's not so, sir! 
a falsehood and I denounce it.’ 

This sudden break in the proceedings was 
a@ surprise. In a verry cool and deliberative 
manner Mr. Gienn turned towards Mr. 
Dodd. 

“Oh, Mr. Dodd, go home—go home and 
wash your head; you need it.’’ 

Chairman Enuglish’s Gavel. 

Mr. Dodd was still crying ‘‘falsehood.”’

Why did Moss pay that 
visit to the young man so early in the 
morning? What was the motive that in- 
duced him to take such an active interest 
in this case? Who was pulling the 
strings?’’

He explained that It 
was the intention cf Mr. Campbell's proposi- 
tion to purchase the old capitol site and 
erect there a building for the use of the 
city and the county and with a large armo 
ry and auditorium. The feasibility of the 
plan was assared and it became uw matter 
of finances. 

There was no suggestion made as to how 
the expenses would be divided between the 
county and the city and no suggestion as to 
the arrangements of officers, Finally a ino- 
tion was made by Commissioner Jack »pald 
ing. 

“I move,” said Mr. Spalding,’ that on 
account of the depleted condition the 
county’s treasury, we do not entertain the 
city’s proposition.”

These gentlemen want the city to occupy 
their building for five years at a rent that 
will amount to a fair interest on the amount 
invested. They do not believe that they 
can make money running a hotel for only a 
few months, and that is the length of time 
it will be needed.
